[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

TOKIO, July 18.—It is intimated 
in responsible quarters here that 
Japan, assuming the initiative ¢s the 
leading Far Eastern power, is likely 
to submit to the proposed conference 
over Far East questions the aban- 
donment of extra territoriality’ in 
China and also to ask the fixation 
of emigration rights to countries like 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
Indo-China, and in general, raise the 
question of racial equality. 

The impression is growing that 
an endeavor will be made to accele- 
rate the settlement of matters of in- 
terest to America, such as the Yap 
and Shantung questions, so they 
may be disposed of before the open- 
ing ot the conference, and thus be 
eliminated from the discussions. It 
was said at the Foreign Office today 
that a report had been received from 
Ambassador Shidehara in Washing- 
ton outlining the views of Secretary 
Hughes regarding the proposed con- 
ference. 

AWAIT FORMAL REPLY. 

Apparently, however, a formal re- 
ply to Japan's request for definition 
of the scope of the conference is be- 
ing awaited.

CITIZEN FIGHTERS. 


“An examination of the statute 
shows that the new law is based on 
the idea that in the future, as in the 
past, great wars are to be fought in 
the main by armies composed of 
citizen soldiers temporarily drawn 
into active military service. We 
will have the conception of a small 
Regular Army in time of peace, re- 
inforced upon the outbreak of war 
by such additional citizen forces 
as the particular emergency may re- 
quire. This is our traditional mode 
of military expansion and this meth- 
od is clearly contemplated in th 
act of Congress. 

“It is with the requirements of 
this larger war establishment in 
view that the peace organization of 
the Regular Army must be de- 
termined. The law provides a limited 
number of regular enlisted men and 
a number of regular officers in excess 
of the number required for serv- 
ice with the Regular Army proper. 


This provision shows clearly the in- ha 


tent of Congress that a portion of 
the officers authorized are to be em- 
loyed in the organization, admin- 

ration and development of the 
National Guard, the organized re- 
serves, the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps, and the citizens’ training 
camps. It is the President's desire 
that the Regular Army shall be so 
organized as to carry out this intent 
of Congress to the fullest extent. 
The Regular Army, should, there- 
fore, be formed in a limited number 
of organizations, each at effective 
military strength, with the view of 
releasing the maximum number of 
selected officers and enlisted men for 
service with these other branches of 
the Army of the United States. 


OUT OF COMMISSION. 


“As the Regular Army now con- 
tains more regiments and other 
units than can be maintained at ef- 
fective strength with the authorized 
enlisted personnel, you are directed 
to retain a suitable number of units 
at an enlisted strength effective for 
immediate military service and to 
place the units thus rendered sur- 
plus ‘out of commission’ until such 
time as Congress shall authorize an 
increase in the enlisted strength of 
the Regular Army. You will assign 
to the organizations retained in ‘com- 
mission’ a sufficient number of of- 
fleers to make them ®@ffective for im- 
mediate military service, leaving of- 
ficers not required for service with 
regular organizations or elsewhere to 
be employed, under your direction, in 
the development of the National 
Guard, the organized reserves and 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 
As the law provides for a military 
expansion by reinforcement of the 
Regular Army from the organized 
citizen forces, the President directs 
that these forces shall be developed 
to the fullest extent.”

Mr. Mellon, officials said, is 
re as an authority on hy- 
draulic power, adding that Mir. 
Weeks would probably ask Congress 
for general authority to lease the 
Muscle Shoals plant, in order to 
facilitate negotiations with Mr. Ford 
or others from whom offers might 
be received. There are reports that 
the Dupont interests and other 
chemical concerns, are considering 
submitting offers for the plant. 

Mr. Ford's scheme for providing 
fertilizer cheaply to farmers, it was 
said, would be of weight in deter- 
mining the government's attitude. It 
has been estimated that about 
$12,000,000 would be needed to con- 
vert the plant.

cchine.“ Jim Laldlaw, tramp print- 
er, made this statement more than 
fifty years ago while sticking type 
on a small sheet in the Middle West. 
Jim had a penchant for prophecy, 
ard few paid any attention to him. 
He even had the temerity to fore- 
cast that man would  eventualiv 
conquer the air and fly like a bird. 

It was the genius of Otto Mer- 
genthaler that made good for Jim. 
revolutionized newspaper printing 
with the linotype machine and 
eliminated the tourist“ printer. 
While the Mergenthaler was by no 
means the first typesetting machine, 
it was the first successful substitute 
for hand composition. 

The year of the World's Fair in 
Chicego, in 1893. saw the “lino” 
coming into general use and marked 
the beginning of the end of the old- 
time comp and hand composition 
on newspapers. 

Printers the country over looked 
upon the machine as a calamity end 


typesetting ma- 
chine proved itself- the friend of 
both boss and men and a great 


benefit to the trade generally. it 
did sound the death knell of that 
picturesque species of the craft, 
variously known 4s “tourist,” 
“knights of the road,” “itinerant of 
the stick an rule" or “tramp 
printer.” 


paper com ng-room was a con 
stant kaleidoscope of faces. A good 
printer in those days didn't care 
to hold a “frame” or “sit.” He 
seldom stayed long in one place.

When se 
stranger struck town” the 
question asked him was: “Did you 
eat yet?” or “Have you got a 
room?” These courtesies were giv: 
en and accepted without commen? 
or thanks. 

Indeed, these men were often 
knights in very truth. If they had 
their? vices, they had their virtues, 
too, generosity and good fellowship 
were not the least of them.—[Balti- 
more American. 


NO MYSTERY ABOUT U-BOATS. 

“We knew whenever a sub- 
marine left a German port; and we 
kept track of it day by day until 
it returned home,” says Admiral 
William 8. Sims in the World's 
Work. No U-boat ever made a 
voyage across the Atlantic without 
our knowledge. The submarine was 
a slow traveler and required a 
minimum of thirty days for such 
a trip: normally the time would be 
much longer, for a submarine on 
this long voyage seldom cruised 
at more than five knots 
Our destroyers and antisubmarine 
craft were much faster, and could 
easily cross the Atlantic in ten days. 
It is, therefore, apparent that a 
flotilla of destroyers stationed in 
European waters could protect the 
American coast from submarines al- 
most as successfully as if it were 
stationed at Hampton Roads or 
Newport.

Sweeping Near Bakersficid

MOUNTAIN FIRE. | 


Does Much Damage. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

BAKERFIELDS, July 19.—Fire 
starting at the William Metzel sheep’ 
camp on the old Hugh Goff place 
about forty miles east of Bakersfield 
has been sweeping the high moun- 
tains during the past three days, 
threatening Havilah, former gounty 
seat of Kern county, endangered 
thousands of dollars’ worth of ranch 
property, destroyed timber, menaced 
the safety of cattle and sheep and 
forced summer campers to desert 
their camps for places of safety, 
according to word received from the 
mountains today. 

A large force of fire fighters called 
from all over the hill country is em- 
ployed and there is some hope of — 
ting the flames under control. . 
high wind which has been blowing 
for several days had somewhat sub- 
sided this afternoon. District Ranger 
Wesley Rhodelhamel, in charge of 
the fire fighters, was badly burned 
when he attempted to rescue sheep 
from the Menzel camp and only the 
timely arrival of aid saved him from 
possible death. 

The fire swept down Clear Creek 
and burned around the Polkingham 
place, at times the flames licking in- 
to the vard. Dry feed in the pasture 
was destroyed. Sunday night the 
flames had reached the county road 
below Hobo Springs and extended 
over the east side of Baid Mountain, | 
crossed the road and it ie now burn- 
ing on the south side of Juniper Hin.
